who has alway* been a regular 
attendant at the curb, was absent 
today because his slaughter house 
was closed by health officials un­ 
fit ho can make ^mrm necessary- 
sanitary improvements to it. Sev­ 
eral of his customers waited and 
shivered half an hour and then 
patronized the other butchers in 
attendance. 
One trucker backed his truck 
against the curb with lo bushels 
of apples, but instead of opening 
it, he hugged the hot air register 
in a center square 
restaurant 
half an hour, hoping some apple 
buyers would turn up, then drove 
off to New Oxford and Hanover 
with the idea of unloading his 
stock further east.

Barring disapproval of those pur­ 
chases by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, this action by the* three 
Eastern systems, apparently working 
in unison, is believed in Wall Street 
to have effectually killed the proposed 
fifth Eastern trunk line system pro­ 
posed by L. F. Lo roe, an application I 
for the formation of which is now 
pending before the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission.

lines, included the Wheeling and Lake 
Erie and Western Maryland roads as 
essential units.

HOURS FOR CHILDREN ARE I 
HELD AS HEALTH MENACE 


Some idea of what Gettysburg 
College means to the community 
in the m atter of revenue can be 
gained easily by one who will 
take the time to do a little figur­ 
ing. 
For instance, there are 47 mem­ 
bers of the teaching staff of the 
institution, 
practically” 
all 
of 
whom live in town and help sup­ 
port local enterprises and mer­ 
cantile 
houses, whose total 
an­ 
nual salaries 
amount to af>out 
$125,000, we are authoritatively 
inform Cfi. Incidentally, there are 
•more members of the 
faculty 
here with Ph. D. degrees than in 
any other college,—except the 
universities,—in Pennsylvania. 
Furthermore, 
it is 
estimated 
that the 600 students will average 
probably $5.00 a week spent on 
rooms and boarding alone, a total 
of more than a hundred thousand

Dr. R. II. McCutcheon. Sanatorium Superintendent, Declares One 
Third of Children of Pre-School Aire in State Suffer 
From Not Having Enough to Eat. 


I/eading Philadelphia Rector to 
Address Student Body; Dr. 
George Raiguel to Speak. 


The Rev. Dr. Floyd W. Tomkins, 
rector 
of 
Holy 
Trinity 
Episcopal 
church, Philadelphia, who 
will 
ad­ 
dress the student body of Gettysburg 
College, Friday morning at IO o’clock, 
in Brua Chape!, celebrated his 77th 
birthday Monday. 
Doctor Tomkins observed his anni­ 
versary' by attending several meetings 
connected with his work as president 
of the 
Philadelphia 
Federation of 
Churches and rector of one of the 
leading parishes in the city. 
Next Wednesday, February 16, at 
ll o’clock, Dr. George E. Raiguel, of 
the University of Pennsylvania, Phila­ 
delphia, will speak in Brua Chapel 
with “Mussolini” as his subject. Doc­ 
tor Raiguel recently returned 
from 
Rome w’hcre he had an extended con­ 
ference with Italy’s 
“ man 
of 
the 
hour,” and his reactions are expected 
to be of interest to students and the 
general public which is invited to at­ 
tend. 


One-third of the children of pre­ 
school and school age in Pennsylvania 
—800,000 of them— utter from some 
form of malnutrition, one, of the 
greatest menac* •> to health, Dr. IL IL 
McCutcheon, superintendent 
of the 
Mont Alto state sanatorium, told the 
Lions’ Club at its weekly meeting at 
the Hotel Gettysburg, Monday even­ 
ing. 
Mai-nutritior.. the physician assert­ 
ed, is quite as prevalent among chil­ 
dren of families of the well-to-do aa 
among those less fortunate. He char­ 
acterized the malady as “one of the 
greatest 
menaces 
we have to deal 
with.” Mal-nutrition, ho added, is the 
gateway 
through 
which 
countless 
other more serious and ofttimes fatal 
diseases gain entrance to the child’s 
system. 
Blames Late Hours and Diet 
After giving a few of 
the 
most 
common 
causes 
of 
mal-nutrition, 
Doctor 
McCutcheon 
outlined means 
of combating the 
incipient disease. 
Among the causes for mal-nutrition, 
the physician cited physical defects, 
such as diseased teeth, tonsils, ade­ 
noids, eyes and 
ears; 
faulty 
food 
habits, such as the 
feeding 
young 
children coffee and tea; faulty health 
habits, such as improper sleep, late 
hours, and over-fatigue. 
Declaring that 78,000 children in 
rural public schools of Pennsylvania 


are 
mentally 
retarded 
because of 
some 
form of 
mal-nutrition 
from 
which they suffer, Doctor McCutcheon 
gave a few of the methods of com­ 
bating and eliminating this invidious 
malady. 
He urged the employment 
of a school nurse, whose duty it would 
be to examine children 
and 
notify 
parents of any 
defects; the employ­ 
ment of a dental hygienist also was 
suggested and a careful follow’-up to 
see 
that 
the 
defects 
are 
being 
remedied and that the child is im­ 
proving under medical care aud a t­ 
tention. 
The Mont Alto superintendent said 
the changes in the mental condition 
of children improves rapidly with tho 
alleviation of diseases caused by mal­ 
nutrition. 
Death Rate High 
The theme of Doctor McCutcheon’s 
address was 
“The 
Underprivileged 
Child.” 
In opening his remarks, he 
asserted 
that 
the 
underprivileged 
child was just as important to the 
welfare worker as the child which is 
crippled physically or mentally. 
Doctor McCutcheon declared that 
Pennsylvania, with its rural popula­ 
tion in excess of any state in the 
country, except Texas, has its great­ 
est natural resources in its children.

HOE and 
TOCKING

Clarion, Feb. 
8.— A Penniylvania 
state trooper who joined a band of 
Newcastle bandits to solve a $10,000 
diamond robbery, succeeded yester­ 
day in bringing about the arrest of 
two members of the gang after they 
had robbed the Clarion County N a­ 
tional Bank at Knox, here, of $8000. 
Five men are in jail, including two 
bank 
robbers 
and 
three 
suspects 
seized at Newcastle. 
The money was 
recovered. 
The name of the trooper who join­ 
ed the gang suspected in the robbery 
of a diamond m erchant in Newcastle 
was withheld. 
He was known to the 
gang as “Sm ith.” 
The trooper was 
detailed on the diamond robbery and, 
it was said, he worked his way into 
the councils of the gang. 
On the eve 
of turning up the diamond thieves, 
the trooper learned of plans to loot 
the Knox Bank. 
He advised his su­ 
periors. 
The two robbers, 
registered 
as 
Sam Earl and Ed Guy, both of New­ 
castle, told “Sm ith” they needed an 
automobile for 
the 
hold-up. 
The 
trooper, it was said, had a Newcastle 
banker “plant” his 
machine 
on a 
street, and the 
gangsters, 
accom­ 
panied by the trooper, stole it. 
They 
made their way to Knox. 
When a 
clerk 
opened 
the 
bank 
doors, the robbers went to the home 
of the cashier, nearby, covered him 
with pistols, forced him to march 
to the bank and to hand over $8000. 
A nother bank employe, acting in 
request of officers, told the cashier 
not to resist. The cashier and his co­ 
worker were then marched toward 
the form er’s house by the bandits. As 
they neared the residence, the state 
and county officers overtook them. The 
robbers surrendered. 
A justice of the peace held them 
for court. 
They were removed to the 
Butler state police barracks for ques­ 
tioning. 
The men held at Newcastle were 
M ark 
Hockman, William Matteson 
and H airy Coburn.

Hence, it became a 
cant word, and now as old as 
since the days of Henry \ II.

the greatest danger facing children, 
Doctor McCutcheop declared.
